For those who need to 
refresh their high school lit- 
erature studies, the theme 
of Macbeth is loosely based 
on Guy Fawkes and the 
'Gunpowder Plot.' 

At the time, Catholics had 
been persecuted under the 
rule of Queen Elizabeth and 
her successor, James I, and a 
small group decided to take 
extreme action. They stored 
36 barrels of gunpowder in 
the basement below the 
House of Lords. Their plan 
was to detonate the gun- 
powder with hopes of killing 
the king, perhaps die prince 
and members of 

Parliament. 

Unlike more recent reli- 
gious terrorists, some of the 
plotters became concerned 
about the innocents who 
would die and sent a warn- 
ing. However, murder and 
power-grabbing remain 
popular activities with 
some sub-groups. 

Most of the action of the 
play takes places in 
Macbeth's castle in 
Scotland, according to 
director Fran Jansta, of 



Antioch, who researched 
the play, including a trip to 
Scotland. While there, he 
visited Castle Glamis which 
many feel was the inspira- 
tion of Macbeth's castle. 
Due to the age of the castle, 
local residents told Jansta, 
'Macbeth wasn't here, -but 
Shakespeare probably was/ 

"It's where Shakespeare 
envisioned where the king 
was murdered," Jansta said. 
"That's the legend. 

"I'm really excited about 
what mis cast is doing, and 
now they've embraced my 
adaptation," he said. "The 
king and queen are more of 
a loving couple, and Lady 
Macbeth is still strong but 
has a softer side. She pushes 
the king, but not against his 
will," Jansta said. 

"My witches aren't hags, 
eidier. They're more attrac- 
tive and sensuous than off- 
putting. Temptresses, if you 
will." 

"The cast is doing just 
wonderfully, and I'm excit- 
ed to open," Janstra said.

Teachers at Hlllcrest 
School, which houses pre- 
kindergarten through first 
grade classes, have used the 
same resources to create a 
better program for young 
learners. 

Hillcrest teachers Jori 
Router and Kelly Pascente 
and speech pathologist Amy 
Karolewicz are scheduled to 
speak before the 'No Child 
Left Behind Conference,' in 
Chicago on Feb. 16 about 
their Daring to Dream pro- 
gram. They wiU describe how 
they moved from die tradi- 
tional program of teaching 
special education students 
and at-risk students sepa- 
rately. 

They have slowly recreat- 
ed die environment by blend- 
ing the students from both 
groups into combined class- 
es. This means Uiat 3-year-old 
at-risk children and 5-year- 
old special education pupils 
are in the same class with one 
another. The teachers contin- 
ue to meet the Illinois State 
Board of Education Standards 
and Work Sampling pre- 
scribed by die state for pre- 
kindergarten. 

"The goal is to promote 
the least restrictive environ- 
ment for the children," said 
Principal David Karolewicz. 
"We try to give children expe- 
rience that will empower 
diem before they need to 
meet the standards of kinder- 
garten." 

Reuter previously had 
taught at-risk children, but 
can see benefits in the blend- 
ed classes. 



"They are learning from 
each other. The 5-year-olds 
sometimes help the 3-year- 
olds with zipping up their 
coats or back-packs, or hang- 
ing up their coats," Reuter 
said. "This gives the older 
children leadership opportu- 
nities diat improve dTeir self- 
esteem, and the younger 
children have role models, 
including speech modeling," 

The blended classes have 
13 to 14 children, which 
allows the teachers to have 
more one-on-one contact 
with each child and apprecl-

the lake. There fs also concern 
about salted runoff polluting 
die lake. 

"This is going to afTcct 
where I live," concerned resi- 
dent Eric Howe said. 

Trustee Mary Turner, 
chairperson of the committee, 
said some of die problems diat 
occurred at Wal-Mart will not 
be repeated at die Menards 
site because die first thing to 
be done will be to create a 
retention pond on the proper- 
ty. 

"We're doing everydiing 
we can to make sure any TSS 
coming off the land will hap- 
pen only by following best 
practices. I feel passionate 
about this," Turner said.

The Round Lake Beach Special 
Operations Unit (SOU), in coopera- 
tion with the Antioch Police 
Department, executed a court- 
ordered search warrant in the Village 
of Antioch on Jan. 19. It was the cul- 
mination of a month-long operation 
targeting drug sales. 

Brandon Alberts, 23, of 1406 
Brentwood in Round Lake Beach, was 
arrested and charged with unlawful 
possession of cannabis, a Class 3 
felony, and unlawful possession of 
cannabis with intent to deliver, a 
Class 4 felony, and was transported to 
bond court 

Catrina Wickman, 19, of 103 
Model Court in Round Lake Park, was 
also arrested and charged with 
unlawful possession of cannabis and 
unlawful possession of drug para- 
phernalia, a misdemeanor, and was 
released. 

During the search, police confis- 
cated 395 grams of cannabis with an 
estimated street value of $3,950. 
Police also seized $713 in cash and a 
1997 Pontiac Grand Am. 

The Round Lake Beach SOU had 
been working with the APD for over a 
month on the operation. 

Lt Rich Chiarello, spokesman for 
the Round Lake Beach Police 
Department, said the SOU used leads 
provided by confidential Informants 
in building their case against Alberts 
and Wickman. He added that the 
SOU was very thorough in its investi- 
gation.

explain the new ordinance would be even more 
stringent. 

"Nothing is going to leave the site from a 
ten-year storm or less," Keith Fujihara, village 
engineer, said. 

"If we go to court the judge is going to look 
at the ordinance in place at die time of the per- 
mit," Rowe said. 

Turner asked if he was making a threat, but 
Rowe said timt was not the case. 

"It (the runoff) will be less than when it was 
farmland. We're just making sure thcTSS leaving 
the site is safe," Turner said. The 20 TSS is the 
proposed limit, with an average of 10 TSS actu- 
ally anticipated. During construction only, 70 
TSS will be permitted. 

The committee is also putting plans into 



place to prevent salt used as a de-icer from mak- 
ing its way into the water. At Menards, salt will be 
allowed only on Uie sidewalk in front of trie 
store, for safety reasons. All odier areas, includ- 
ing the parking lot, must use sand or another 
non-chemical means of dealing with snow and 
ice.

V/Kerosene heater 
responsible for fii 
at storage unit

A number of 12' x 12' storage units at 
Antioch Self-Storage, 284 Main St., were 
damaged when fire broke out at 2:44 p.m. 
Jan. 25. Firefighters brought the fire under 
control quickly and crews remained on the 
scene for about 90 minutes while they con- 
ducted salvage and overhaul operations. 

A person working in one of the storage 
units had been using a kerosene heater when 
the fire broke out and spread quickly. The 
occupant called 911 to report the fire. 

Units from all three Antioch Fire Stations 
responded to the scene and received mutual 
aid from Fox Lake and Lake Villa. 

Lt. Chris Lienhardt reminded the public 
to take precautions when using an alterna- 
tive heat source. Some of the precautions 
include; Use a heater tested and approved by 
a national laboratory, use only heaters that 
have tip switches that will turn it off in case it 
tips over; never use a space heater overnight 
in a room where people are sleeping; and 
keep the area around die heater clear of 
flammable objects or store gasoline near the 
heat source. 

The investigators are still trying to reach 
all of the owners of surrounding storage 
units to determine total damages.

One thing is for certain widiin 
die shows - it's all about die love of 
the dogs. If the show was about 
money, people would have aban- 
doned dog shows long ago. With 
entry fees and travel expenses in 
addition to the existing fees of tak- 
ing care of the animal, dog shows 
can be extremely taxing on an 
owner's wallet.

"Shorter days and colder weather mean most dogs have 
fewer opportunities for outdoor exercise and play," says Alisa 
Cohen manager of All for Doggies at 1760 N. Kilbourn Avenue. 
"Energetic dogs who require lots of active play and dogs accus- 
tomed to spending time outdoors are especially susceptible." 

How can you tell if your pet is suffering? Kim Young, man- 
ager of American Pet Motel in Prairie View, says clues include 
newly-developed problem behaviors from barking and howl- 
ing, to chewing furniture or messing in 
the house, which arise because your 
pet is frustrated at being trapped 
alone indoors all day.- "Of course, the 
best tiling for both you and your pet is 
to bundle up and brave the cold for a 
long walk or run together.

Cohen notes Uiat dogs can benefit significantly by partici- 
pating just once or twice each week. Benefits include exercise, 
improved social skills and fewer negative behaviors at home. 

"Selecting a day care program for your pet has much in 
common with choosing a day care program for your child," 
says Young. "Look for a clean, safe, environment run by quali- 
fied and trained people. To find such aprogram, you must take 
the time to visit the facility, observe die program in actionj'and 
ask lots of questions of die staff, as well as clients of die pro- 
gram."

The school's students come from 
throughout the county, and they train to com- 
pete against the world's best dancers. But no 
matter how old or young, those who progress 
through the Talent Forum Dance. Studio in 
Libertyville will always have a home at Shelley 
Hoselton's place. 

Teaching students from 3-years-old to 
adults, tiiestudio has won famcinrecentyears 
by national and international competitions. 
Around 60 elementary, junior high and high 
school students take part in the Footprints Tap 
Ensemble and Forum Jazz Dance Studio, 
where Hoselton teaches them different styles, 
hones their technique and how to perform 
intricate choreography. 

"It's one of the last forms of discipline that 
our kids get in this day and age," she said of 
dance. "It gives them a sense of pride and con- 
fidence, and it makes them leaders." 

Most Talent Forum students plan to seek 
careers in dance after they finish classes, 
though the level of competition provides an 
education they- can't receive elsewhere. 
Hoselton's students took second place behind 
a Russian group in a recent Jazz Dance World 
Congress, and die tap program is highly rated 
in the U.S. 

A show held Jan. 29 in the Vernon Hills 
High School theater showcased the jazz 
groups' talents, as members performed styles 
ranging from lyrical to funk. 

Choreographed by artistic director Eddy 
Ocampo and associate artistic director 
Richard Smith, the show presents a "very 
sophisticated and very impressive" young 
cast, Hoselton said. "I think it's extremely 
intense, passionate works that are very well- 
developed beyond the years of the students 
performing it," she said. "I'm always amazed 
by what they're able to do." 

Most students earn honor-roll grades in 
addition to taking grueling dance training 
schedules, Hoselton said. Their dedication 
and emotional and time investments create a 



unique family atmosphere at the studio. "In 
one sense of the word, I'm a second mom," 
she said. "But when they're teenagers, they 
believe what I say. That's why I love my job," 
she said, laughing. 

Even her own mentor, Betty Daly Rahmel, 
continued teaching courses last year while in 
her mid-OOs. Hoselton said she was amazed to 
see Rahmel get down on the Talent Forum 
floor and stretch with her students before their 
training, remarking, "She was quite the 
dame," 

Her proteges remember her upon passing 
into adulthood, and many graduates return to 
the school to teach or advise younger dancers 
like St. Joseph School eighth-grader C.J. 
Salvador. A second-year student at Talent 
Forum, he participates in Forum Jazz Dance 
Theatre II and the Footprints Tap Ensemble. 

"The staff Is wonderful, and all the girls are 
awesome and so friendly," Salvador said. "I 
love dance, so it's not work for me, I always 
have fun doing it." 

His schedule is packed, as Salvador studies 
enough to make straight -As while taking 10 
classes at Talent Forum every week. He said he 
doesn't mind the physical and mental strain, 
which he hopes would show him a path toward 
a career in hip-hop and/or tap dancing. 

"It keeps me in great shape, and I'm 
around pretty girls all the time," he said. "So 
those are some of the perks." 

Salvador's tap ensemble Is self-directed, 
and the students handle the majority of chore- 
ography, lighting cues and scheduling duties. 
He agreed with Hoselton that incorporating 
dance into his life would make him a more 
responsible adult, and bring him closer to his 
dream, 

"I just hope the staff members make me 
the best dancer I can be. And I'm pretty sure 
that they will do that." 

The Talent Forum Dance Studio's next 
show is the Marc Showcase, scheduled to be 
held on March 20 at the Vemon Hills High 
School Auditorium.

Snap off and discard the tough ends of the asparagus. Cut the spears on the diagonal into 3 -inch pieces. 
Bring the water to a boil in a skillet over high heat and add the asparagus. 

Decrease the heat, cover and cook for 3 minutes. Using tongs or a slotted spoon, transfer the asparagus 
to a ptate and set astde. 

Heat 3 tablespoons of the com oil in a wok or a deep skillet. Add the tuna and stir-fry for about 1 minute 
on each side, Just until the tuna changes color and the center is still pink. Transfer the tuna to a ptate and keep 
warm. Add the asparagus, water chestnuts, bell pepper and the remaining 1 tablespoon of com oil if needed 
and stir-fry for 1 minute. Stir In the sauce, butter and half of the pomegranate seeds and cook for 3 minutes. 
Return the tuna to the wok, stir for a few seconds and then remove the wok from the heat 

Distribute the tuna and vegetables among Individual plates. Sprinkle with the remaining pomegranate 
seeds and sesame seeds and serve Immediately. Serves 2 

'Pomegranate Syrup 

4 cups pomegranate Juice 

When making pomegranate syrup, you can use freshly squeezed or store-bought pomegranate Juice (buy 
only pure juice, without sugar or flavorings added). Four cups of Juice will yield about two cups of syrup. 

Pour the juice into a saucepan or skillet and bring to a steady boll over high heat Decrease the heat to 
maintain a steady, low bubbling, and cook, stirring occasionally with a wooden spoon. After about 20 to 30 min- 
utes, the juice will have reduced by about one-half and will start to thicken. 

To test consistency, dip a spoon in the syrup - if It comes out relatively clean, continue cooking. If the 
spoon is coated and the syrup takes Its time about sliding off, you've done it. Pour the cooled syrup into a jar 
and close tightly. It will keep in the refrigerator for 6 months.

The concept behind Gloria 
Bond Clunie's latest play is 
solid: a look at the civil 
rights movement as ignit- 
ed in 1963 by a Birmingham, Ala., 
church bombing that left four 
young African -American girls dead. 
While Clunie fictionalizes her 
account, this drama, interspersed 
with gospel songs, draws plenty of 
inspiration from the tragic incident.

The hunt for terrorist kingpin 
Osama bin Laden have just been 
re-energized following a visit to 
Asia by U.S. Congressman Mark 
Kirk. Kirk (R-Higliland Park) 
returned from visits to 
Afghanistan and Pakistan late last 
month, where he spent nearly a 
week hammering out new legisla- 
tion to rejuvenate the hunt for 
bin Laden. 

Kirk was the author of legisla- 
tion last in late 2004 that 
increased the award for al-Qaida's 
supposed leader 
from $25 million 
to $50 million. 
Additionally, he 
said he was in 
the area to dis- 
cuss ways the 
search and 

reward system 
could, .belter fit 
the people of the 
region. 

The people in the region may 
need extra motivation, or just 
education into the reward sys- 
tem, Kirk said. 

Just before his visit, the U.S. 
government began running ads 
in newspapers detailing the 
award system. And they are set to 
launch a radio campaign as well, 
Kirk added. Just from the news- 
paper ads informants went from 
almost none a day, to nearly a 
dozen. 

With the added presence or 
radio ads— the regions prime 
means of communication — the 
informants could increase, Kirk 
said. 

The ads, and the premise of 
his visit arc helping, Kirk said, 
because not only is it maintain- 
ing interest, but it is also giving 
the people of the region more 
Information into the reward sys- 
tem. 

Prior to the restructuring of 
the way it worked, the main way 
to report tips was by telephone or 
the Internet, Kirk said. Neither of 
those means of communication 
are popular in the area. The gov- 
ernment instead decided to set 
up ways to give tips in person. 

It gives a young man in the 
region a motivation to leave his 
town and tell someone what he 
knows. And if that young man's 
tips lead to a capture he can 
become wealthy. Hut the govern- 
ment isn't only offering cash. 
People in rural areas may not all 
understand the significance of 
$50 million, Kirk said. What they 
do understand is new farming 
equipment, new animals and for 
the young men in the region, new 
motorcycles.

And now, Kirk said it is beloved that 
bin Laden has been confined to an area 
slightly larger than Lake County of one mil- 
lion people on the Pakistan border. 

Kirk's visit to Asia was his second in 
three months. In November he traveled to 
Iraq to spend time with troops. 

. An Army reservist since 1989, Kirk said 
that while his number one priority is to the 
residents he serves, he feels it is important 
to visit troops overseas and offer his sup- 
port as well.

The College of Lake County board of 
trustees will interview four finalists in February 
for the position of president of the college. The 
finalists have been selected as the result of a 
nationwide search process to replace outgoing 
President Gretchen J. Naff, who will retire on 
June 30. 

"The board appointed a committee of col- 
lege and community representatives in August 
to conduct the first phases of the presidential 
search," said Board Chairman William M. 
Griffin. "The committee members have done a 
very good job, and we are pleased to now enter 
what we hope will be the final phase of our pres- 
idential search."

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Despite continued global warming murmurings 
along willi several "snowless" winters in recent 
years, diat usually cloudy and bleak period between 
fall and spring has produced weather tliat grandma 
and grandpa used to describe as "old fashioned" winter.

Many of them are members of Lake County's 12 * 
snowmobile clubs, the largest concentration in the state. 
Strolling snow-covered sidewalks and paths is proving to be 
exhilarating fun besides being oh, so healthful. 

Count the winter of 2004-05 as the yearWauconda found a 
place in the Guinness Book of Records with the world's biggest 
snowball fight, easily surpassing a hamlet in the Swiss Alps 
that set the record in 2003. Business leaders in Libertyville 
and Grayslakc are capitalizing on snow and cold by staging 
town-wide fun days for residents and visitors. Libertyville 
WinterFrolic will run two days Friday and Saturday, Feb. 4 and 
5. Until downtown Grayslakc merchants launched WlnterFest 
in 2002 with ice sculpting and dog sledding, chamber of com- 
merce would touch wintertime with a 10- foot snow shovel. 
Now, it appears, everyone wants to turn snow flakes and freez- 
ing cold into fun. More power to them. The Grayslakc 
WinterFest will be Saturday, Feb. 12. 

A cautionary note: Enjoy winter while Uiere's still snow on 
the ground and the temperatures are around the freezing 
mark. 11 ic season is short, really. March 1 Is not far away and 
the new month will close the door on another winter season. 

Partnering spells 
success for SMC 

There's a reason why the Stormwater Management 
Commission continues to be a singular success 
among the many public agencies serving citizens of 
Lake County. In short, the SMC record of respect and 
success is built on partnering Fleeted officials and staff pro- 
viding SMC leadership simply refuse to hog the spotlight or act 
in czar-like fashion. 

In 2004, SMC worked with more than 100 Organizations on 
a cooperative or collaborative basis dealing with flooding or 
stormwater emergencies, providing management services for 
local and area watersheds, floodplain studies and mapping 
and resource allocation. 

A lot of what SMC does sound dry (no pun intended) and 
technical, but when flood waters start lapping at die front step, 
householders and taxpayers quickly appreciate what the com- 
mission is all about. 

As a practical matter, SMC cannot "take over" or act • 
In a dictatorial manner because of its funding structure. 
When SMC is able to exert financial muscle it is with 
grants, funds allocated by other units of government or 
local government and, yes, even with private sector fund- 
ing. 

Currently, SMC is involved in four watershed manage- 
ment projects. To date, nine watershed management plans 
have been completed. lust about every corner of the county 
has been touched by the hand of SMC. Management plan- 
ning involves stakeholders (individual homeowners), elected 
officials and staff professionals. Lake County being what it Is, 
a lot of water and wetlands separated by sectors of dryland, 
diere's still a lot of work to be done. Long-range planning 
includes 13 remaining subwatersheds. 

SMC's big pay offs are bound up in natural hazard mitiga- 
tion planning and drawing response to flood emergencies. It's 
no accident that flooding damage in recent years has been 
reduced, due both to'mitigation measures taken and informa- 
tion supplied by SMC. 

Since SMC deals with natural forces, its work is never 
done. Goals for 2005 include adoption of amendments to 
watershed ordinances, research into a county-wide stream 
maintenance program, continued monitoring of illicit dis- 
charges and updating the 2002 comprehensive Stormwater 
Management plan. Residents of the Lake Michigan water- 
shed and the North Branch Watershed of the Chicago River 
will see dramatic evidence or SMC professionals at work. 

Spring floods are on the way, providing an opportunity 
to understand why the Stormwater Management 
Commission is an important part of life in Like County. 
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Forty years ago social 
critics supported by 
demographers took 
delight in describing 
suburbia as a "cultural 
wasteland." No theater. 
Few concerts. Scattered, 
inadequate libraries. 
Gourmet dining was a 
dream. Fashion was ofT-lhe- 
rack ready to wear. 

Those were pre-Litde ; 
League days. Soccer was 
played only in foreign lands. 
Movies (and drive-ins in the 
summer) filled entertain- 
ment needs for all ages. The 
Legion and the VFW were 
major social outlets. High 
school games were a sports ' 
staple and well attended, 
particularly when rivals 
clashed. Backyard barbecu- 
ing hadn't yet been invented. 
Either were decks or patios. 
A lot has changed in the 
intervening years. Even the 
cherished while picket . 
fences are gone, replaced by 
street-side garages and 
ornate two-story foyers. 
And the "cultural wasteland" 
rap doesn't apply anymore, 
not in any form. 

A glance at the College 
of Lake County performing 
arts and cultural events cal- 
endar for 2005 quickly shows 
the light-year distance from 
the "wasteland" days. CLC's 
brochure about top-quality 
entertainment for die com- 
ing year quickly asks, " Why 
go downtown?" The glossy, 
glitzy publication follows ■ 
with mentions of a broad 
range of events, including 
professional concerts in 
music and dance, novelty 
acts, comedy shows, theatre. 
Student shows and commu- 
nity also will be staged for 
the public. 

Most of the action cen- 
ters around the 600-seat 



Mainstage Theatre in the 
modernistic James Lumber 
Center for the Performing 
Arts. Ticket prices are below 
downtown Chicago rates. 
Parking is free. 

The new season already 
is well underway. Coming 
up in short order are the 
Buckingham's with a sixties 
tradition Sunday, Feb. 13; the 
Moscow Circus Friday, Feb. 
25; Ladysmith Black 
Mambazo with South Africa 
sounds and gospel senti- 
ments Friday, March 13. 
Then it's nine more months 
of classy entertainment. 
The frankly far-out is bal- 
anced by homegrown talent 
in die form of the CLC Choir, 
the jazz ensembles , the CLC 
concert band and the talent- 
ed wind ensemble that 
deserves more attention. 

Admission is free for die 
Shakespear's birthday cele- 
braUon, April 20; poetry 
slams, Clnco De Mayo cele- 
bration, and Robert T.Wright 
Community Gallery of Art 
shows. To illustrate how far- 
reaching subject matter is 
will be lectures on the com- 
ing Ravinia season March 8 
and a discussion April 12 on 
whether the 1906 Cubs could 
defeat die 2004 Cubs?

Wandering off the marked trails or cutting 
corners could land you in a lot of trouble. The 
Illinois-Department of Natural resources offi- 
cers, county deputies, Forest Preserve and 
Conservation District officers along wiUi local 
police officers are out Uiere handing out tick- 
ets by the dozen. Some of Uieir snowmobiles 
are marked and some are not, just like squad 
cars. 

You can ride along roads except toll roads 
if you are 10 feet off of the pavement and 
going in the same direction as traffic. This 
does not allow you to go private property. 
Parents are responsible for what is done with 
the snowmobile. Youngsters between 12 and 
16 may operate a snowmobile if diey have 
gone through a state snowmobile safety class 
and have a state permit. If they do not have , 
this class then an adult has to be on die same 
snowmobile. 

If you have Illinois identification (driver's 
license, etc.) and operate your snowmobile in 
Illinois then it MUST have a current Illinois 
registration. The law says state of domicile. 
The Illinois registration decal must be on 
both sides of die engine cowling as shown on 
die certificate and you must have die registra- 
tion certificate with you. 

You can get information on trails by con- 
tacting your local snowmobile club or the 
Illinois Association of Snowmobile Clubs 
(015-795-2021), the Nordieastern Illinois 
Snowmobile Clubs which covers Lake and 
nordi Cook counties (Allan Van Lounduyt

Snowmobile Association which covers 
McHenry and Boone counties (Dick Arseneau 
815-675-1234) or Region 5 which covers Kane, 
DuPage and central Cook counties, Kim 
Moon (847-389-9290).

We don't 
have die money we need to keep up widi 
rampant development and die accompanying 
influx of school-age children. 

That's why I think our school board Is 
making smart choices. Consider the alterna- 
Uves. Would we rather lose teachers than 
administrators? If so, class sizes will mush- 
room. Chicago classrooms with 30 or more 
kids are among the reasons that many fami- 
lies, including mine, moved here years ago. 

And what about all our great District 41 
special programs? Who'd want to sacrifice art, 
music, band or the EXCEL program? 
•Definitely not me. Each of these programs 
Impacts the quality of all our kids' education 
in direct and measurable ways. I hope diat 
widi the sensible cuts our school board has 
suggested, we won't have to dismantle any of 
these programs in its entirety. 



The fact is, we can provide our children 
with a high-quality, well-rounded education 
without the assistant principals— at least for 
now. For evidence we need look no further 
than our district superintendent, Dr. Mike 
Anderson. Last year, when assistant superin- 
tendent Dave Rogowski took a position else- 
where, Dave was not replaced. Dr. Anderson 
bit the bullet and found ways to get die job 
done. The district may need to seek a new 
assistant superintendent soon, but for a long 
time now, we've done without. Our District 41 
principals are equally as capable.

Disastrous DNR Decision 

For diose who aren't familiar with Volo 
Bog, it is a unique nature preserve in north- 
east Illinois with the distinction of having 
open water and floating soils. But, its fragile 
ecosystem, home to many threatened and 
endangered species of plants and animals, is 
being undermined by the state agency 
responsible for protecting it. 

The Illinois DNR in their latest budget 
cutbacks has decided to terminate the site's 
full-time personnel, and al! student, family 
and adult programs. The site manager was 
fired before Christmas and the naturalist 
interpreter who develops educational curricu- 
lum, trains volunteers, and schedules school 
groups will no longer be at Volo full-time. The 
visitor center will be closed to the public five 
days a week. 

How can diis loss be measured? I speak 
only from my own experience. I am a retired 
Waukegan teacher and for the past six years 
have been a trained volunteer at Volo Bog, 
working widi school children one day a week. 
How many kids? 1 looked through my past 
schedules, did the math, and came up with a 
total of 3,633 students. Add to that the num- 
ber taught by the other naturalist volunteers 
and the number is 30,000 Lake, Cook, and 
McHenry County students who have been 
able to extend their classroom science studies 
here at Volo in an hands-on, experiential 
learning situation. I might add at no cost to 
die school systems. They also make use of the 
recently renovated educational center with its 
many interactive activities and exhibits which 
were specifically designed to enhance the 
Volo experience. The list of all the potential 
losses is loo long. 

I think the Illinois DNR needs to justify its 
choice of priorities. Their treatment of per- 
sonnel, dedicated volunteers, children and 
families has been dispassionate, insensitive, 
and reckless. What's really important? How 
about preservation and people!

The average third and eighth grade class 
sizes in Grayslake ate over 30 and 26 students 
respectively. 'Hie National Education 
Association, the U.S. Department of 
Education, and the Carnegie Foundation, 
among others, recommend a ratio of 1 
teacher to 15 students.

drop out of high school; and were more likely 
to prepare for college by taking college 
entrance exams," according to Tennessee's 
Project STAR study. Common sense dictates 
that students who receive the individualized 
instruction characteristic of smaller classes 
will learn more. 

Passing die April 5 referendum will reduce 
irresponsibly large class sizes. Passing this ref- 
erendum wili bring art, music and gym back 
to our youngest students. Passing this referen- 
dum will bring band and chorus back to our 
middle schools. Those who value basic litera- 
cy will embrace the opportunity to resume 
adequate education by voting "yes" on April 5.

Wc ore having a problem with a 
teacher and we were wanting to get your 
opinion on this. Our son is 7 and his 
teacher seems to have really singled 
him out. She is far more likely to have a 
problem with him than other kids. We 
know this because we have talked to our 
friends who have kids in the same class 
and this has not been tliclr experience 
with their chlld.We arc very angry about 
It and want It to stop happening. We 
know our child can be a handful, but we 
think she should be responding evenly 
among the kids. G.L. 

Hi G.L, 

I hope you're not insisting on a quota sys- 
tem for teacher responses to behavior. Even 
responses among kids is not always possible 
or appropriate in a classroom situation. 
Especially if there are 1 or 2 kids who are act- 
ing out more than anyone else. Since we truly 
do not know exactly what your child's behav- 
ior has been in the classroom, it becomes 
very difficult to level accusations at either 
■teacher or child. You did mention that your 
child can be a handful at home. In my experi- 
ence, many times, if they are acting that way 
at home, it is very likely that they arealso 
doing it at school too. 

The only true way to find out what is real- 
ly occurring in the classroom is to do both 
observations and interviewing of others. An 
observation needs to be done by a neutral 
person and needs to be as unobtrusive to the 
classroom as possible. Since most classrooms 



do not have observation rooms attached, the 
observer will probably need to be either in 
the room or in the doorway. While the door- 
way sounds tough, I have actually done many 
doorway classroom observations without 
ever having been noticed. Usually this is done 
before the child has ever seen me, so even if 
he or she sees me there, they still don't know 
who 1 am there to watch and why. Usually 
parents will give me a picture ahead of time 
so I know who I am looking for. I have also 
gotten away with doing many in-room obser- 
vaUons. I am not introduced. I usually get 
there late so I can get seated quietly after 
class has gotten started and after a few min- 
utes, the kids and teachers forget I am there. 
So, this kind of thing can and does work. 

The other thing I think needs to be done 
is interviewing oilier kids in the class. Kids 
are tremendously honest. I would, however, 
recommend that the interviews take place at 
a time when your child has not just gotten in 
trouble in front of die class. This will color 
everyone.s views and reports. Questions 
should be asked at a neutral time such as 
recess. This does not require a long line of 
questions or interrogation. It simply requires 
a couple questions about die child's behavior 
and the teachcr.s behavior. A pattern will 
usually emerge after talking with only a few 
kids. 

The interviews coupled with the observa- 
tion should give you enough information to 
get to the bottom of what is really occurring. 
With good infonnation, you can begin to work 
on getting to the resolution of the problem. 

This needs to not be presented as a way 
to 'catch' die teacher doing tilings. The pur- 
pose of diis type of observadon and interview 
would be to get a good reading on how these 
interactions are getdng started and how diey 
are getting resolved' or not getting resolved. 
Unfortunately, many times, it is easy for peo- 
ple to jump to conclusions about where the 
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you're invited to attend..,, ..

problem is and what to do about it, when in 
reality, it was the exact opposite and they just 
didn't do enough research before reacting. 

I spend most of my time talking to people 
about how to increase good discipline and 
structure and to not allow coddling of bad 
behavior. This teacher sounds like she maybe 
trying to do just that, so I cannot be too quick 
to judge this without a lot of odier informa- 
tion. If after diat information has been got- 
ten, you find it to be the teacher reacting too 
harshly or quickly, you need to get togeth- 
er with her and the school and work 
together to find a workable plan for 
everyone. If after that inforriiation has been 
gotten, it is discovered that your little 
handful at home is also a handful at school, 
I would suggest that you allow the teacher 
to do some good discipline with your child 
and I would also further suggest that you 
get in and learn some discipline techniques 
as well so you can help the behavior get 
better and avoid this whole problem.

"Just get- 
ting up widi her at 5:30 in the 
morning and then going to 
strength training in the after- 
noon and doing it day in and day 
out for six days in a week is 
amazing."

How to save money 
on your heating bill 

Before the temperatures drop, take the time to inspectyour 
window and door frames bodi inside and out. Check around 
the outside frame and between the door and Inner frame. Ifyou 
see cracks or daylight anywhere, either caulk or stuff rags into 
the cracks. If a gap is big enough, do both: Using a butter-knife 
or something similar, stuff strips of cloth into the gap until it's 
almost even widi the outer surface, then cover lightly .with 
caulking. You get the best of both worlds by doing that. Rags are 
better insulation (besides usually being free), but caulking 
looks better and will stay in place better. Even ifyou can't see, 
daylight under the door, keep a rug or draft dodger pushed 
against it. 

If the door doesn't fit snugly in the frame, put strip insula- 
tion around the frame to fill in. Again, the rag bag comes to the 
rescue. Instead of buying strips of foam or felt, you can use any 
heavy material, or use your own felt salvaged from an old hat or 
shrunken wool garment. Tack or staple it into place. 

Draft stoppers for under die door are easy to make. Cut a 
piece of sturdy material 8 to 10 inches longer dian the door is 
wide and at least 12 inches wide. Fill it like a taco with dry. corn, 
rice, beans, sawdust or sandj then bring the sides up and sew 
diem togeUier firmly. Gather the ends, leaving a few inches, and 
tie string or yam or {go ahead, get fancy) ribbon around It. 

Windows are notorious for letting in cold air, so make it a 
priority to put up storm windows or plastic sheeting over diem 
if possible. First, though, check the frames to make sure they fit ; 
well and caulk wherever necessary. If there's a gap in die sash 
where two windows fit together, caulk or stuff it with rags before 
covering with storm windows or plastic. 

Even ifyou have good windows, window glass will let in the 
cold — there's just no way around it. The best protection is to 
cover that glass with something that will keep in the heat. 
Window "quilts" are popular, but you can make do with a sim- 
ple piece of heavy material cut to fit die window frame. Hold it 
in place widi Velcro or tape at night. It really will make a differ- 
ence. 

No need to heat unused areas. Keep closets, pantries and 
storage areas closed off. Same goes for bedrooms and other 
rooms which are not in constant use. Open the doors an hour 
of so before bedtime; and be sure to check inside cabinets for 
gaps or cracks. These areas are often overlooked. , 

Insulate electrical receptacles and switches. You. can buy 
foam forms to put in them, but you can just cut pieces of 
Styrofoam to fit 

Part of keeping warm is diinking you are! To make a room 
seem warm, use thick textured materials for accents like 
Afghans, area rugs and pillow covers. Make use of warm colors 
like reds and golds and arrange the furniture so that people sit 
closer together. Tills all contributes to a feeling of warmth — 
and that's what it's all about.

business related reason to shore with other*. 

Unfortunately, our litigious society often prevents employers from 
being completely honest about the reason for firings. Yet without a 
good reason It Is difficult to answer questions like Thy did you 
leave your but |obr or "Whol will your prior emp lujcr say about 
your work experiencer 

Most employers see a firing as a problem between the prior 
employer and the employee (In contrast to being laid off, which. Is 
the situation where on employer does not tunc enough work to 
! continue employment for some employees.) Therefore, tht 
answers to the questions shore are a clear and concise description 
oT the problem without placing blame. Also, do not defend tl. tn 
other words, the situation was the enemy of both the employee and 
the employer, but they could not resolve IL 

As on example, on employee who was fired for lack of produrtltlly 
might say something like: 1 did not meet my prior employer* pro- 
duction goals, wc worked together to reach those cspcctallons, 
but we never accomplished that ob|cctlvc. n There is no blame In ' 
that sulmu-ni; there Is no justification. 

The first part of having the right perspective Is to understand the 
problem and be able to relate It lo others. The not part Is to be 
prepared to answer what you will du differently In the nest job. 
For someone who did not understand the production goals, tn the 
' example above, the turner might he "1 know that I need to clearly 
understand the production goals of future employ ers. Then I nerd 
to be confident that I con meet those goals before I accept a fob." 

The final part of creating a positive perception Is to conunll to 
doing a great job In Ihc future. That commitment will be the basis 
for being confident that the nut |ob wilt be successful. Thai coufi- 
dence translates Into the dedication and diligence needed to Imple- 
ment that success. 

Too often, those who are fired become despondent. They feel 
shunned. They ore concerned that iliey may not be able to get 
another Job. There Is a [ah out there for everyone. I am a living 
testimony lo that (act, since 1 was fired twice. 

Those who adjust their perspective after a firing have a better 
chance to get a new Job. The three area's mentioned above arc 
needed for the job search after a firing.
